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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -7 are pending in the present application. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I claims 1 and 2 in the reply filed 
on June 8, 2004 is acknowledged. 

Priority 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to because Figures 1 , 2, 7 and 15 contain partial 
views. Note 37 CFR 1.84(h). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



6. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , the following limitation is vague: "said tag management server 
judges whether said inquiry is legitimate or not, based on tag information corresponding 
to an ID tag managed by said tag management server" [see claim 1 lines 6-7]. The term 
legitimate is vague and it is unclear as to how the system determines a legitimate 
inquiry. Also the term an ID tag managed appears to lack antecedent basis. 

Regarding claim 1 , the following limitation is vague and lacks proper antecedent 
basis: "said legitimate inquiry" [see claim 1 lines 8-9]. Claim 2 is rejected based on 
dependency. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by • 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lucas US ; 
Patent Application Publication No. 2001/0051905 A1 . 

Regarding claim 1 , Lucas teaches a tag management server for providing tag 
management information corresponding to a tag information read from an ID in 
response to an inquiry using said tag information [note: Customer Inventory System 
100, paragraph 0030], comprising: 

a database for storing tag management information corresponding to ; 
respective ID tags wherein [note : product identifier are entered into client software such 
identifiers may include barcode identifiers or RFID tags for inventory tracking note 
paragraphs 0066 and 0068; also note Database Server 230 paragraph 0034]; 

said tag management server judges whether said inquiry is legitimate or 
not, based on tag information corresponding to an ID tag managed by said tag 
management server [note : client software can query a server present a dialog box for 
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interactive interface which ask customer to confirm request (i.e. inquiry) see paragraph 
0080; and note confirm step element 330 figure 3]; 

said tag management server receives tag management information 
corresponding to said tag information used in said legitimate inquiry from said database 
[note: paragraph 0068 data is transmitted and a confirmation notice is senf\\ and 

when said corresponding tag management information is retrieved, said 
tag management server supplies said tag management information to an inquirer, and 
when said inquiry is not legitimate or when corresponding tag management information 
is not received, said tag management server gives notice to said inquirer [note : send; 
notification paragraph 0081]. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

10. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lucas US Patent Application Publication No. 2001/0051905 A1 in view of King et al. 
The Design, Development and Operation of a Distributed Inventory System. 

Although Lucas teaches the invention substantially as applied to claim 1 above, 
regarding claim 2 they do not specifically teach said tag management information 
includes, for every managed ID tag, a maker and a trade name of an article provided 
with said tag ID. King et al. teaches design concepts for implementing a distributed 
inventory system [note page 287]. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill at 
the time of the invention to have combined King et al. with Lucas because King et al's 
design concept (i.e. requirements to list desirable features, specify queries in the SQL) 
would permit the inventories to be built. 

Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
